Provisions of the Bill 


The Bill provides that Development Districts shall be those places 
which, in the opinion of the Board of Trade, are suffering from high 
and persistent unemployment, or are likely to do so unless something 
is done to stop it. This is different from the schedule of Development 
Areas, which was governed by statute (i.e. the opinion of Parliament, 
not the Board of Trade), and from the list of places drawn up as being 
eligible for D.A.T.A.C. assistance under the 1958 Act which made 
no allowance for impending unemployment. The Bill also provides 
that the Board can take seasonally high unemployment into account 
in drawing up the list. The criteria for inclusion in the list of Develop- 
ment Districts under the Bill are therefore wide and flexible, and 
should allow the Board of Trade to take action quickly wherever the 
circumstances seem to call for it. 


The powers given by the Bill (notably, to provide industrial or 
commercial premises, to make grants for new buildings, to make 
loans or grants for plant or working capital, to improve basic services, 
to assist the transfer of key workers, to assist the removal of local 
‘eye-sores’) are all exercisable in all the places on the list; they are, 
in addition, exercisable (a) in places on the fringes of the Development 
Districts, to which people from those Districts can travel to work, 
and (b) in places which are official reception areas under overspill 
schemes from Development Districts - because the exercise of the 
powers in either of these cases will help to relieve unemployment in 
the Districts, which is the purpose of the Bill. 


Since the Board of Trade have to take account of likely future 
trends in unemployment, there can be no absolute standard for 
inclusion in the list —- each candidate’s claims have to be judged on 
their merits, and judgment made on the case as a whole; the aim is to 
select those places which seem the most deserving of help. For the 
same reason, the Board cannot say now with certainty what their 
opinion on the constitution of the list will be two months ahead; the 
present list is therefore not necessarily final, but assuming that the

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Bill goes through the remaining Parliamentary stages fairly quickly, 
in time to come into operation as an Act on April 1, the present list 
shows what the Board expect the Development Districts wiil then be. 


New Criteria are wider 


There are a number of places (listed below) which are on the list 
of ‘D.A.T.A.C. places’ eligible for assistance under the 1958 Act, 
which are not on the list of Development Districts. This does not 
mean that Her Majesty’s Government are unsympathetic to their 
problems, or intend to ignore them, or regard those problems as non- 
existent; but it does mean that under the new criteria which, as 
explained, are wider than the present ones, there are other places 
with greater claims to assistance, and the line has to be drawn some- 
where if the list is not to get too long. If it did, then the assistance the 
Board could offer would have to be very thinly spread and hence would 
be less effective in individual places. 


Under the Bill, the Board of Trade have powers to complete any 
agreements they now have in places not on the list of Development 
Districts — e.g. agreements to build factories or extensions will be 
carried out even though the place concerned is taken off the list of 
places eligible for special help. 


There will be many industrialists and others who will wish to take 
advantage of the benefits offered by the Bill, and applications for 
places on the new list can be prepared now and submitted, and will 
be treated as applications to the new Board of Trade Advisory Com- 
mittee which will be set up when the Bill becomes law. 

Industrialists interested in setting up or expanding in the Develop- 
ment Districts may wish to consult the nearest Regional Office of the 
Board of Trade. Regional Offices are situated in Newcastle, Leeds, 
Manchester, Birmingham, London, Bristol, Cardiff and Glasgow.

Local Employment Bill 


IN PARLIAMENT on Tuesday a number of questions were asked 
about various localities affected by the Local Employment Bill as 
follows: 


Northumberland 


Asked how, under the designated places covered by the Local 
Employment Bill, he proposed to deal with pit closures in North- 
umberland, Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of 
Trade, said the Haltwhistle area was on the list of Development 
Districts because they expected redundancies this year from pit 
closures, but other parts of the county would be added to the list 
if the position deteriorated. Although pits were closing elsewhere in 
Northumberland it was not expected this would result in high 
unemployment. 


Sedgefield 


Asked why no particular area within the three rural areas of the 
Sedgefield parliamentary constituency had been scheduled in the list 
published for assistance in accordance with the terms of the Local 
Employment Bill, Mr. John Rodgers said that Sedgefield was part of 
the Tees-side travel-to-work area and conditions in this area would 
not justify its inclusion in the list of Development Districts as defined 
in the Local Employment Bill. (Continued on page 396)

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The Future of European Economic Integration 


Text of speech by the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, at the Swiss Institute of International Studies and the 
Zurich Economic Society in Zurich on Monday, February 15. 


IN THE YEARS since the war, and particularly since the inauguration 
of the O.E.E.C., the economic recovery of Europe has been remark- 
able. This has been of benefit not only to the European countries 
themselves, but to the whole world. There is no reason why it should 
not continue if we organize our affairs wisely. 

There is a growing recognition of the responsibilities of Europe 
towards the less developed countries of the world. We must divert 
an increasing part of our growing wealth to assist other less prosperous 
countries, both by reason of our moral responsibility and as tangible 
evidence to those countries of the benefits of a free economy. But 
continuing development of our own prosperity is a pre-condition of 
any such increasing aid. 

In the view of H.M. Government, the O.E.E.C. has, since its 
inception, played a fundamental part in promoting the development 
of European prosperity and European unity. 

H.M. Government welcome the initiative that led to the meetings 
in Paris last month. We were particularly pleased that, after a period 
when doubts were being cast upon the value of the O.E.E.C., the 
decision was taken by all 20 nations represented in Paris that instead 
of the O.E.E.C. being abandoned it should be re-vitalized and re- 
shaped with a view to possible United States and Canadian full 
membership. Switzerland and the United Kingdom will participate 
in the discussions on this subject with the most intense interest. 


The Paris meetings also took note of the fact that a group of eight 
countries there present were going to meet to discuss problems of 
aid to the under-developed countries. 


At the same time, there was in Paris clear and specific recognition 
of the priority that must be given to solving the problem of European 
economic relations, which must mean, above all, the problem of the 
Six and the Seven. H.M. Government believe that the economic 
strength of the Western world as a whole, and the ability of the 
industrialized countries to give aid to the under-developed, will be 
very much affected by the extent to which we can solve this problem. 
As the Foreign Secretary said recently in Strasbourg, ‘Aid for economic 
growth overseas is only possible provided trading conditions are 
right as between those countries with something to contribute.’ 

Britain welcomes and supports the move to greater unity among 
the six countries that began with the Treaty of Rome. It will strengthen 
them and, as we have always said, what strengthens our friends 
strengthens us. But we have always made the proviso that this outlook 
for growing strength would be jeopardized if the foundation of the 
community led to a division in Europe and to a revival of protection- 
ism. As the Foreign Secretary said in the same speech, ‘If the com- 
munity has high tariffs and is rigidly protectionist, there will be a 
trade war in Western Europe and political and military cohesion will 
not survive.’ 

The original proposal for a European Free Trade Area was designed 
to avoid these dangers. The British and Swiss Governments have 
always been in agreement on this, and we both deeply regret that the 
negotiations failed. 

When these negotiations failed it was necessary to find some 
alternative policy. Neither Britain nor Switzerland could join the Six, 
nor could the system of the Six be expanded to cover the rest of West- 
ern Europe. But if nothing were done, there was a danger of disintegra- 
tion of the whole of the Western European economy with a return to 
bilateralism and the collapse of the O.E.E.C. The best solution that 
both of us could see was to participate in the European Free Trade 
Association — the Outer Seven. 

The EFTA is based upon the principles which both our countries 
supported throughout the earlier negotiations. While creating one 
area of free trade among the seven countries, it leaves each country 
commercial and tariff autonomy. The rapid signature of the Agree- 
ment proves that a Free Trade Area among widely varying countries 
is a possibility. In particular, the absence of any reference to the 
British Commonwealth in the Agreement proves that the Common- 
wealth system is no problem. 

The EFTA was formed not in any sense of retaliation, but to 
prevent further disintegration. It has also two positive advantages. In 
the first place, it will promote and stimulate trade among its : 
particularly, I hope, between Switzerland and Britain. Secondly, it 
will provide a more*practical basis for subsequent negotiation with 


the Six. H.M. Government are firmly convinced that the EFTA can 
stand on its own feet as an organization that is viable and practical, 
a contribution to the prosperity of the seven countries themselves and 
of the world at large. Its political significance should not be overlooked. 
Though there is no provision for political integration, which neither 
of our countries could accept, there are very clear opportunities for 
greater political co-operation. We in Britain believe, as I think you 
in Switzerland believe, that the better path to political unity is through 
practical collaboration among independent countries, as we 

see rapidly developing among the Seven, than through the establish- 
ment of supra-national institutions. 


The greater European problem now is to find a system upon the 
basis of which the Six and the Seven and the other member countries 
of the O.E.E.C. can trade together without division and disruption. 
In seeking such a solution we must remain within the rules of the 
GATT that are clear and definite. The GATT rules out the formation 
of new preferential areas and promotes only the formation of single 
markets, whether they take the form of a Customs Union or a Free 
Trade Area or, presumably, a mixture of the two. The basic GATT 
condition is the abolition of all barriers to trade over substantially 
the whole of the commerce between the countries concerned. Countries 
like ours who trade throughout the world must be particularly 
scrupulous to abide by the rules of the GATT which, although no 
doubt not perfect, is the only effective guardian of the standards of 
international trading upon which so much of our prosperity depends. 

The GATT, therefore, appears to rule out partial solutions. In 
particular, it is difficult to see how one can reconcile with the GATT 
the ideas sometimes proposed for tackling certain individual com- 
modities. Certainly, the granting of limited preferential arrangements 
between certain countries and in certain products seems clearly 
contrary to the GATT. As the problem of the so-called ‘sore spots’ is 
a problem of tariffs, it is difficult, therefore, to see how a partial 
solution can be effective. But this does not mean that we must expect 
to do everything at once. These are immense problems. Our objective 
must be the formation of a single market in which both the Six and 
the Seven will participate. This does not mean that either group will 
lose its identity or be submerged in a wider association. The Six have 
their life and being and purposes, and we in the Seven have ours. We 
can remain distinct and different, yet at the same time we can and 
must find a basis for trade between the two groups which, while 
remaining in accord with the GATT, avoids the danger of division 
and discrimination between European neighbour countries. 

It may be that temporary solutions can be found in advance of the 
final answer. inly, there would be advantage if the threat of 
tariff discrimination within Europe, which lies only a short distance 
ahead, could be avoided, and so far as Britain is concerned we will 
always look with care at any such suggestions provided, of course, 
they are consistent with the GATT and with other existing obligations. 
But I would emphasize that in anything we do we shall be thinking 
always of the final solution, which must be a European system which 
is single and cohesive and at the same time essentially liberal. 

It is sometimes argued that such a system might damage the interests 
of other countries, particularly the North American countries. It is 
true that both the Six and the Seven will maintain a tariff discrimina- 


tion against North American goods. This is entirely within the author- 
ity of the GATT. By forming a single system we cannot, by definition, 
extend the area of discrimination; nor in practice do I believe there 
will be any significant increase in the degree. On balance, it must, in 


my view, be to the economic advan of the North Americen 
countries that there should be a single market so long as 
European tariff policies are liberal. The United States and Canada 
cannot be strong unless Europe is strong, and my recent visit to those 
countries convinced me that businessmen there are fully seized of the 
advantages of a united European economy. There are those who have 
suggested that such a system of free trade might be extended to the 
North American countries themselves, one can see attractions in 
this imaginative idea, but it must be for the United States and Canada 
themselves to consider what is involved. In the meantime, I am sure 
that neither of them would wish to suggest that the within 
Europe need be in any way held back, for such delay would be no 
more to their ultimate advantage than it would be to ours in Europe. 
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Prospects for Selling Textile Plant to Mexico 


ADDRESSING THE MANCHESTER Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
on February 12, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
spoke of probable opportunities for textile machinery sales in Mexico 
which he had found during his recent visit to Central American 
republics. 

“The Mexican cotton textile industry is in some respects out of 
date,’ Mr. Erroll said. ‘At the present time, a labour/management 
convention is being held to study new labour contracts, the moderniza- 
tion of the cotton textile industry and its expansion to supply the 
needs of a population which, by 1970, is expected to reach 45 million. 
The plans which are now being studied provide for a ten-year destruc- 
tion plan and a ten-year plan for purchase of new equipment. 720,000 
spindles and 29,500 looms are to be destroyed according to the draft 
plan. ‘To replace them, it is proposed to buy about 1} million new 
spindles, 34,000 new automatic looms, and also machines for bleaching, 
mercerizing, continuous dyeing, steam-padding, sanforizing and 
stamping. 

“The cost of all this equipment, based on present prices, including 

insurance, freight, buildings, installations and erection of plant, is 
me to be about £100 million over a period of ten years. The net 
value of the equipment which will have to be imported is about 
£70 million. 


‘I was told that all agents and representatives of British textile 

are keen to ensure that there is adequate British 

participation in the supply of this equipment. If the Mexican plan 

is implemented, there are bound to be real opportunities for British 

manufacturers of textile machinery. I would urge any of you who 

might be interested in these plans, to keep in close touch with their 
representatives in Mexico.’ 


Mr. Erroll said that total imports of Panama, Mexico and the five 

Central American countries in 1958 were $1,710 million. Our own 

to this area were £62-4 million — only 3-7 per cent. of the 

total. The United States supplied about 70 per cent. of the imports 0 ' 
these countries and Germany 6-1 per cent. 

While admitting the considerable advantages the United States had 
in this area, he thought we could do a good deal to restore, at least 
partially, our former position in those markets. 

Speaking of exports in general, Mr. Erroll said it was important, 
as the Chancellor had said, that manufacturers should give absolute 
priority to export trade. The interests of the country demanded that 
this should be so, but there were important commercial advantages 
which flow from export trade. 


In the first place, to the extent that the economic strength of the 
country was s , 80 would the demand of the home market be 
main Secondly, modern methods of manufacture required an 
expanding market for goods if modern plant was to work at its most 
economic level of activity. Thirdly, a strong export trade often had the 
effect of smoothing out seasonal fluctuations in the demand for 
particular goods at home. 


Important Role of British Consulting Engineers 


‘TRIBUTE TO THE VERY IMPORTANT part played by the British 
consulting engineer both in the development of the backward 
countries and as a spearhead for British engineering and other exports, 
was paid by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, at 
the annual dinner of the Association of Consulting Engineers in 
London on Monday. 


"The importance of this role is sufficiently shown by the value of 
the overseas contracts for which your members are responsible,’ 
Mr. Erroll said. ‘In January last year this reached the very large total 
of £630 million, itself an increase of £80 million over the previous 
year. I do not think many people outside your Association have any 
idea how big this figure is. 

‘Among the many projects included in this great figure are the 
Hong Kong water scheme, estimated at {20 million; the East Pakistan 
irrigation and hydro-electric scheme, valued at £25 million; the 
‘Escravos Training Moles in Nigeria, the Accra sewerage scheme, and 
the new Bagdad International Airport worth £8} million. In addition 
‘I understand that one of your members has just started work on a most

for the future of British export trade and thereby for the economic 
prosperity of our country. Every project designed or built by British 
engineers enhances the prestige of our technical skill, and creates a 
favourable climate for our exports of capital and other goods, as well 
as earning international goodwill.’ 

As one instance of this, Mr. Erroll said that Mr. Macmillan had 
recently received a letter of congratulation from the Prime Minister of 
Turkey on the admirable way in which British firms had completed a 
great hydro-electric project there. 


Stationers and European Free Trade 


AT THE OPENING of the Sixth Stationery Trade Fair in London 
last week, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, referred 
to the stimulus to trade which the European Free Trade Association 
would bring as trade barriers between the respective countries were 


gradually removed. 


‘I am aware that the Stationers’ Association is conscious of the 
importance of freer trade between European countries, and I con- 
gratulate the Association on its successful initiative in 1955 which 
resulted in the foundation of the International Federation of Stationers’ 
Associations’, Mr. Erroll said. ‘I also welcome the Association’s 
participation in the European Union within that international organiza- 
tion. I am quite sure you are right in attaching importance to associa- 
tion with your trade colleagues in Europe, and I think that the value 


of such contacts is being recognized increasingly by industrialists in 
this country.’ 


Referring to his special responsibility for exports, Mr. Erroll said 
it was very easy to be complacent about last year’s figures of the 
export trade of this country. But a buoyant economy such as we 
enjoyed last year demanded an increasing volume of exports to pay 
for the increase in the volume of imports. Over and above the bare 
cost of our imports, it was necessary to earn a credit balance if we 
were to play our part in assisting the under-developed countries 
both within and outside the Commonwealth. 


Replying to the Minister, Mr. P. J. Pullinger, chairman of the 
Council of the Stationers’ Association, said he believed that the 
removal of tariff barriers in Europe was a good thing and that it 
would be even better when the ‘six’ and the ‘seven’ were together in 
one economic whole. British manufacturers had nothing to fear from 
any country in the world. Our goods were outstanding for their 
quality and workmanship and our manufacturers need not be afraid 
of competition. Speaking of the international character of the exhibi- 
tion, Mr. Pullinger said he was certain that foreign competition would 
provide a stimulus to British trade and believed it would lead to the 


reappraisal of sales policy based more broadly on exports as well as 
home trade. 


In addition to being thoroughly representative of the stationery 
industry, the fair included goods from many parts of the world, 
ranging from Norwegian candles to Italian greeting cards. The main 
feature display of the show, “The Story of Greeting Cards,’ traced 
the history of this business. During the past 100 years this particular 
industry has grown into what Mr. Erroll described as the ‘lusty 
giant’ which, last Christmas, produced the 500 million cards sent 
through the post. In addition to cards from the current ranges of some 
30 publishers, samples were shown from the Far East and from most 
European countries. 
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British Trade Mission to the United Arab Republic 


BRITAIN and the countries of the United Arab Republic have been 
close trading partners for many years. It is to renew these i 
contacts that a party of British industrialists and businessmen will 
visit the Egyptian Region for about a week from February 23, under 
the auspices of the Advisory Council on Middle East Trade and the 
Federation of British Industries, in response to an invitation from 
the Government of the United Arab Republic. 


A small group of British cotton experts visited Cairo recently at 
the invitation of the United Arab Republic Government to discuss 
ways of reintroducing Egyptian cotton to the United Kingdom market. 
The present Mission is more broadly based and will be exploring 
the possibilities of increasing trade generally with the United Arab 
Republic. Engineering industries are strongly represented on the 
Mission, which includes several members who are interested in the 
United Arab Republic’s development programme, a pharmaceutical 
manufacturer, a vegetable importer and a representative of general 
merchanting interests extending to imports from the United Arab 
Republic into Britain as well as to British exports to the United Arab 
Republic. The Mission will, therefore, concern itself with the whole 
problem of two-way trade between the two countries, without which 
no significant increase in either direction can be expected. 


The Leader of the Mission is the Hon. H. G. Nelson, Managing 
Director of the English Electric Group of Companies and Industrial 
Leader and Vice-Chairman of the Advisory Council on Middle East 
Trade (ACMET). Other members are:

With the restoration of diplomatic 
relations between Britain and the United Arab Republic, trade 


contacts are bound to grow stronger. Nothing does more to promote 
these than a steady flow of visits by British businessmen to the United 
Arab Republic and visits to the United Kingdom by businessmen 
from the United Arab Republic.

Following are points from other speeches at the conference: 
Lord Chandos, chairman, Associated Electrical Industries Ltd.: 

‘It is not often realized by the public or by foreigners how artificial 
our economy is, how flexible, how enterprising and how ingenious 
we need to be to maintain 50 million people in an island where 10 
million or 15 million would find it difficult to keep up a decent standard 
of living if they had to live on indigenous resources. 

‘I have never been to a foreign country without finding out that 
there are products which we could make which they would like to 
buy if we were willing to take the trouble, meet the prices and send 
out the salesmen. 

"There used to be a parrot cry in this country that the British

exporter made what he thought the public ought to like and left it 
at that. There was, no doubt, here and there some foundation for this 
criticism. The criticism might easily lead to mistakes of another 
kind. 

‘Let us accept for a moment that to try and sell a product which 
is essentially fitted for a fairly industrialized country like our own 
with a high annual income per head of the population, in a primary 
producing country with a low income per head of the population, 
would be to start from a very unsound foundation. The other pitfall 
is just to become a slavish imitator of the products which the foreign 
market is actually buying. 

“What is really required is a profound study of the habits and 
outlook of the people in the foreign market and then perhaps to 
produce something new which fits in with the results of this study. 

‘I think you would be surprised if you saw the immense strides 
which have been made in the design of cotton textiles and man-made 
fibres. This has been achieved from the design end and not from slavish 
imitation of the kind of cotton textiles which appeared to be popular 
in, say, South America. 

“Looking round at the domestic appliances which are turned out 
in this country, I would venture to say that for their purposes and for 
the markets for which they are designed, they are of the very highest 
quality. We should have to simplify them for some export markets. 

“We should, however, be very careful that the outstanding quality, 
which has been the foundation on which British exports have been 
built, should never be replaced by some specious and gimcrack 
products, with a very short life, just in order to push up sales. 


‘It is possible to design and produce machines which leave much 
more to hand labour than they do in this country, and at the same 
time to produce something which, within its limitations, is of the 
highest quality. 

“The will to export must be reinforced by a careful and sympathetic 
study of the needs of the consumer in any market at which we are 
directing our exports and we must display the utmost flexibility in 
meeting these demands.’ 


Sir Leslie Gamage, chairman and managing director, The 
General Electric Company Ltd.: 

“This country is still one of the leaders of scientific discovery and 
invention. This advantage is partly dissipated, perhaps since we seem 
to lag in their quick application to industry. I think we could apply 
them more in this important business of ours. This would not only 
give us a number of new products to sell overseas, for a period until 
others have caught up with our techniques, but also put us into a 
strong position to sell “know-how’”’ in those markets from which we 
are excluded by local manufacture. 


“Even today, however, we can do a lot more than we are doing in 
exporting our knowledge and manufacturing experience. But selling 
“know how’’ abroad, as well as setting up production units overseas 
to supply the needs of a country means, in the ultimate, a reduction 
of visible British exports in those products. For instance, some 90 per 
cent. of all washing machines imported into Australia are sent from 
Britain, but when the Australians decide to manufacture their own, 
our exports of the complete product are bound to fall away. But the 
exports of “know-how” - and even of some components — can still 
remain, and there should always be new appliances to keep our 
exports going.’ 

Mr. S. Roberts, managing director, Hoover Ltd. (read in his absence 
ip 1 R. T.. Griffiths, a director of Hoover (Washing Machines) 

‘Forecasts of national trends, in conjunction with market research 
data on consumer behaviour and a detailed study of marketing 
methods of the country concerned, enable us to develop long-term 
company forecasts of sales and market potential. 

‘On the basis of this information, it is possible to determine the 
general strategy most appropriate to each market. Broadly speaking, 
this strategy can take three forms; firstly, infiltration with co-operative 
promotional activity by the company and handled agencies or 
distributors; secondly, the establishment of a subsidiary company, 
which would be a purely selling organization, supported by intensive 
promotional activity; thirdly, the establishment of a manufacturing

and sales subsidiary or, in special circumstances, the conclusion of 
agreements with a manufacturer under which our products would be 
produced on a royalty basis or under licence. Frequently, these three 
types of arrangements represent stages in a continuous process of 
pret gee reflecting the growing maturity and importance of the 
market. 


‘Although smaller companies may not be able to adopt all the 
methods I have outlined, more important than any of these technical 
arrangements are the qualities of determination, decision and per- 
sistence and very often small companies, by their very compactness, 
are rich in these qualities. 

‘It is my firm belief that greater success in export can be achieved 
by the smaller companies if the know-how already acquired by the 
larger companies is used, if trade associations undertake international 
research to assist members, and groups of companies combine together 
sharing common research and merchandising facilities. 


‘If these steps are taken, the development of a healthy export trade 
as an element in the smaller company’s production programme can 
be achieved without high expense. To enter the export trade without 
these tools is to incur a high risk of failure. If the growth of the nation’s 
prosperity is to increase in tempo, there must be in all industry, both 
large and small, a renewal of the will to export for this, clearly, is the 
intelligent application of self-interest.’ 


Mr. Colin Baxter, joint managing director, The United Africa 
Company Ltd.: 

‘The first step is to get to know the actual or potential market, 
and this means you! You, personally — the boss and not the office boy. 
It is no good sending into overseas markets a trainee or a bright young 
salesman who is anxious to make his mark. From your first personal 
acquaintance with the market are going to flow a series of decisions 
to be made, and you will long regret it if you have not got an apprecia- 
tion from an experienced executive upon which to found your judg- 
ments. 


‘It is almost impossible to over-rate the importance of proper 
packing in the export field. All the skill and care in the world which 
goes to producing a first class appliance is abortive if it does not arrive 
at the consumer in mint condition, but this is so frequently the case 
that it bears almost indefinite repeating, and saving 5 per cent. on 
packing is a poor economy if damaged goods have to be sold not only 
cheaply but to the diminished reputation of your product in the 
market. 


‘Advertising is, I think, of all the elements of overseas marketing 
and merchandising, the one in which I personaliy have found the 
most rigidity and the least imagination in the majority of your Euro- 
pean and, indeed, American manufacturers. There seems always to 
be tremendous anxiety to use up old promotional material, advertising 
blocks and so forth, designed for the home market and, above all, 
to think about advertising appropriations in percentages of current 
sales and of investment in the long-term goodwill.’ 


Mr. Sven Jansson, managing director of the Swedish firm Elektronik- 
bolaget A.B., Stockholm: 

‘During the last few years one would say that the customer’s 
demand for superior quality has been somewhat reduced or standard- 
ized. A good, even quality is obviously required, whereas it is very 
difficult to justify a higher price by just referring to better quality. 
On the other hand, the public would be willing to pay for new 
interesting features. 


‘British manufacturers are very proud of their quality, which is 
recognized by tradition, but what do we mean by quality? One must 
distinguish between quality and gilding the lily. To be quite hard- 
boiled about it; the clever thing is to make an appliance which is 
just good enough for the purpose required and no better. Strictly 
speaking, anything beyond this is a waste of money because you can’t 
expect the customer to pay for it.’ 


Wool Disposals

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Unofficial Trade Arrangement with 
East Germany 


FOLLOWING their negotiations with a delegation from the East 
German Chamber of Foreign Trade, the Federation of British 
Industries have issued the following communique announcing the 
conclusion of an unofficial trade arrangement covering trade between 
the United Kingdom and East Germany in 1960: 

‘Following the recent discussions in London a second Trade 
Arrangement between the Federation of British Industries and the 
East German Chamber for Foreign Trade (Kammer fur Aussenhandel 
der Deutschen Demokratischen Republik) has been concluded for 
1960 with the object of facilitating further trade between the two 
countries. Both negotiating parties as in 1959 worked within a frame- 
work laid down by their respective authorities which have today 
ratified the Arrangement. 

“The 1960 Arrangement provides for an exchange of some {£7 
million worth of trade on both sides. Quotas have been agreed for 
approximately £3 million worth of manufactured goods each way. 
This is about £1 million more than in 1959. The United Kingdom 
will also be given facilities to export iron and steel products worth 
£24 million as well as goods of non-United Kingdom origin to the 
value of {£1 million. Imports from East Germany of non-quota items 
(e.g. fertili and chemicals) are estimated to amount to £4 million, 

“The agreed quota list of British exports to East Germany includes: 
cotton yarns and other textiles; plastics; scientific instruments; radio 
and television equipment and industrial plant and machinery. United 

imports are to include chemicals, paraffin wax, carpets, 
furniture, pottery and porcelain, musical instruments, scientific 
instruments, cameras and machinery. 

“The 1959 Arrangement proved broadly satisfactory. According to 
official United Kingdom statistics the total value of exports of British 
manufactures to East Germany for 1959 totalled £3-5 million com- 
pared with {2-3 million in 1958. Imports of East German goods rose 
to £4-6 million in 1959 compared with {3-4 million in 1958.’

Meeting of EFTA Officials in London 


THE FOLLOWING statement has been issued by the Foreign Office 
News Department on behalf of the Executive Secretary of the 
European Free Trade Association: 

‘Senior officials of the Seven-Member States of the European Free 
Trade Association met in London on February 12 and 13. They 
reviewed progress made in the stablishment of the institutions of the 
Association and dealt with other current European Free Trade 
Association business in preparation for the Ministerial meeting to be 
held at Viennaon March 11 and 12. They also had a useful exchange 
of views in regard to the forthcoming meeting in Paris of the 
2i-member Trade Committee and in regard to the reorganization 
of the organization for European Economic Co-operation.’ 


Fabrics at Scottish Design Centre 


A SELECTION of fabrics from Edinburgh Weavers’ most recent 
collection, opened at the Scottish Design Centre, Glasgow, yesterday, 
until March 9. It had previously been shown at the Design Centre 
in London. Many of the textiles on show have been designed by 
leading modern painters and they are exhibited in striking settings. 
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Parliamentary Secretary Sees Deputation 
from Hemsworth 


MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, received a deputation on February 10, from the Hemsworth 
Rural District Council. 


The deputation, which was accompanied by Mr. Alan Beaney, 
M.P., called the Parliamentary Secretary’s attention to the present 
high rate of unemployment in the Hemsworth Rural District and to 
its heavy dependence on coal. The Parliamentary Secretary said that 
the Hemsworth area was in one of the most prosperous parts of the 
Yorkshire coalfield and within travel to work distance of a number of 
industrial centres where there was very little unemployment. More- 
over, there were other places in the country with higher rates of 
unemployment. In all the circumstances, the Board of ‘Trade would 
not have been justified in including the Hemsworth area in the list 
of development districts which was announced on ‘Tuesday. This did 
not, however, mean that there was no need for new employment 
opportunities in the area and the deputation could be assured that, | 
subject to the claims of development districts, the Board would 
continue to encourage suitable firms to set up there, and would give 
sympathetic consideration to applications for Industrial Development 
Certificates at Hemsworth 


December was Boom Tourist Month 


‘A RECORD-BREAKING tourist year.’ That is the summing up of 
1959 by the British Travel and Holidays Association, who announce 
that 69,140 overseas visitors came to Britain in December — 13 per 
cent. more than in the same month in 1958. The December figure 
brings the total number of overseas visitors to Britain in 1959 to 
approximately 1,390,000 — 10 per cent. more than in the year before. 


European visitors during December totalled 32,365, an increase 
of 9 per cent. on the number for December 1958. Largest percentage 
increases were Portugal (24), Italy (22), Germany (13), Austria (12), 
Finland (11), Holland (11) and Switzerland (9). 

United States nationals arriving as tourists numbered 10,827 - 
12 per cent. more than the same month in 1958. This brought the 
total of United States visitors to Britain during the year to 352,780, 
an increase of 8 per cent. over 1958. 


“There were more visitors from almost every country in 1959,’ says 
a spokesman of the Association. The largest increase for the year was 
from Belgium (25 per cent.), then Italy (17 per cent.), Denmark (15 
per cent.) and Sweden (13 per cent.). Germany and Holland each 
registered 12 per cent. increases and Norway and Switzerland 11 per 
cent. Final figures for the number of Commonwealth visitors in 1959 
are not yet available, but the Association estimates a total of approxi- 
mately 305,000. 


The Import Duties (Temporary Exemptions) 
(No. 2) Order, 1960 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Temporary Exemp- 
tions) (No. 2) Order, 1960. 

This Order provides that the chemicals listed in the Schedule 
shall be temporarily exempted from import duty chargeable under 
the Import Duties Act, 1958, until October 1, 1960, unless a shorter 
period is indicated against any item. 

The Order also extends the existing temporary exemption of 
certain sheets and plates of iron or steel of a value of less than £90 
per ton to such sheet and plates of a value of less than £110 per ton. 

The Order comes into operation on February 15, 1960, and has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1960, No. 216. 
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Report of the Monopolies Commission on Chemical Fertilisers 


THE MONOPOLIES COMMISSION’S report on the supply of 
chemical fertilisers was published on Tuesday by H.M. Stationery 
Office (price 10s. 6d., by post 11s. 1d.). 


Pn The report covers the supply of the following chemical. fer- 
tilisers : 
(i) Nitrogenous fertilisers: ammonium sulphate, Nitro-Chalk, 
sodium nitrate, ammonium nitrate. 
(ii) Potash fertilisers: potassium chloride, kainite, potassium 
sulphate. 
(iii) Phosphatic fertilisers: calctum superphosphate (single and 
triple), ground rock phosphate, basic slag. 
(iv) Compound fertilisers. 


3. The reference made to the Monopolies Commission on 
October 29, 1955, was varied on August 30, 1956, to bring it into con- 
formity with the Restrictive Trade Practices Act of that year. The 
practical effect of this was that the Commission did not take account 
in their conclusions of any agreements to which Part I of that Act 
applies and which are therefore liable to examination by the Restrictive 
Practices Court. 


4. The Commission find that the conditions to which the Mono- 
polies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948 (as 
amended), apply do not prevail in the case of ground rock phosphate. 
Accordingly, no conclusions or recommendations on this material 
appear in the report. 


5. The Commission find that materials within the scope of the 
inquiry account for the great bulk of chemical fertilisers now used in 
the United Kingdom for the provision of nitrogen, potassium and 
phosphorus. Some of the fertilisers listed at (i)-(iii) above, as well as 
being sold for straight use by farmers, are also sold to mixers for the 
production of compound fertilisers. In the year 1957 to 1958 Imperial 
Chemical Industries Ltd. (with their subsidiary, Scottish Agricultural 
Industries Ltd.) supplied about 74 per cent. of the total quantity of 
nitrogenous fertilisers sold in the United Kingdom, Potash Ltd. 
about 76 per cent. of the potash and Fisons Ltd. about 43 per cent. of 
the superphosphates sold. Fisons Ltd. supplied 40 per cent. and 
British Basic Slag Ltd. 37 per cent. of the market for basic slag. 
Fisons Ltd. supplied 43 per cent. of the compound fertilisers covered 
by the inquiry and were the leading customer of Imperial Chemical 
Industries Ltd. for the ammonium sulphate, and of Potash Ltd. for 
the potash required in making these compounds. In 1957 to 1958 
Fisons Ltd. purchased about 40 per cent. of all the potash sold. 


6. The main conclusions and recommendations of the Commission 


are: 

(i) Neither the position of Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. as 
the preponderant supplier of nitrogenous fertilisers, nor any of 
the things done by the company in this capacity, operate or 
may be expected to operate against the public interest. (In 
reaching this conclusion the Commission did not consider the 
effects of the agreements relating to the British Sulphate of 
Ammonia Federation, to which the company is a party; these 
are agreements to which Part I of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act, 1956, applies.) 

Nothing done by Potash Ltd. operates or may be expected to 
operate against the public interest; but the fact that the com- 
pany is part of an international organization designed to 
eliminate competition operates against the public interest. 
The Commission note that competition from East Germany 
has had beneficial effects in recent years and consider that 
everything possible should be done to develop still other 


overseas sources for some part of the country’s requirements 
They recommend that the Government should consult with 
Fisons Ltd., Imperial Chemical Industries Ltd. and other 
large buyers as to the further measures that might be taken to 
develop the strongest possible bargaining position with the 
overseas producers. 

(iii) Neither the position of Fisons Ltd. as preponderant buyer of 
potash nor peony. done by the company in that capacity 
operates or may be expected to operate against the public 
interest. 

(iv) The position of Fisons Ltd., as predominant supplier of 
superphosphates and compounds does not in itself operate 
against the public interest nor may it be expected to do so. The 
Commission consider, however, that the company’s practice 
of fixing prices at a level which produces profits at the high 
rate of recent years (when they have averaged over 20 per cent. 
on capital employed, calculated on the basis of historical cost 
of fixed assets) does operate against the — interest. The 
Commission do not object in principle to profits designed to 
cover replacement of plant, but they do object to the practice 
of fixing prices with the intention of providing profits to be 
devoted to financing the rapid expansion of the business as a 
whole in a market protected by import duties and subsidised 
by the Government. They recommend that Fisons Ltd. should 
adjust their pricing policy to yield a lower level of profit than 
has been achieved in recent years. They record their belief 
that the company did not act in deliberate disregard of the 
public interest and can be relied on to carry out this recom- 
mendation. 

(v) The actions of Fisons Ltd. and of British Basic Slag Ltd. as 
predominant suppliers of basic slag neither operate nor may be 
expected to operate against the public interest. (In reaching 
this conclusion as regards British Basic Slag Ltd. the Com- 
mission did not consider the effects of certain agreements to 
which the company is a party and to which Part I of the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, applies.) 

(vi) The Commission consider it outside their terms of reference 
to make any recommendations to the Government on the 
action they should take on proposals which have been made 
for the introduction of a subsidy on potash. 

7. The report is unanimous, subject to a note of dissent by Pro- 
fessor Allen on the subject of uniform delivered prices and a 
reservation by Sir Thomas Barnes on the conclusion of the Com- 
mission that it is against the public interest that Potash Ltd. should 
be part of an international organisation designed to eliminate 
competition... 

8. One member of the Commission, Mr. Andrew Black, did not take 
part in the inquiry because of his past connections with the industry. 
Notes: 

(1) As soon as the industry has had time to consider the report the 
President will consult them on the various matters to which it gives 
rise and see how far they are prepared to give effect to, or co-operate 
in giving effect to, its conclusions. 

(2) The Monopolies Commission are currently inquiring into : 

(a) the supply of cigarettes and manufactured cigarette and 
pipe tobacco; 

(b) the supply of machinery for the ven or wong or packaging 
of cigarettes and of cigarette or pipe 

(c) the supply of electrical equipment for nilibunicali propel 
led land vehicles.

Radioisotopes and Industry

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Volume of United Kingdom Imports and Exports in the Fourth Quarter 
and Year 1959 


FOLLOWING the seasonally low volume of United Kingdom trade 
in the preceding quarter, there was a marked increase in the volume 
of United Kingdom imports and exports in the last three months of 
1959. The rapid rates of expansion shown by the volume estimates 
in Tables 2 and 3 for the last quarter of 1959 confirm the general 
recovery in our overseas trade which commenced in the second quarter 
of last year. 

In the fourth quarter of 1959 the volume index for exports was 
125 and that for imports 130 (1954 = 100); both were 8 per cent. 
above the indices for the corresponding quarter of 1958. After allowing 
for the normal seasonal increase from the third to fourth quarter, the 
volume of imports showed an expansion of about 7 per cent. and 
exports about 4 per cent. in the last quarter of the year. The annual 
index numbers reached new high levels. After allowing for seasonal 
movements, exports increased steadily throughout the year, while 
imports, on the other hand, showed a much slower growth for the 
first three-quarters followed by a rapid increase in the final quarter 
of the year. In 1959 the index of exports reached 116, indicating that 
after the decline of 1958 the overall level of United Kingdom exports 
in volume terms had regained the magnitude estimated for 1957. 
For imports the volume index was 22 per cent. higher than the base 
year 1954 and easily exceeded all other post-war years. 

All classes of United Kingdom produce and manufactures showed 
increased volumes of exports in the last three months of 1959 as com- 
pared with the preceding quarter and the fourth quarter of 1958. 
Among manufactured goods, the four divisions, road vehicles and 
aircraft, machinery other than electric, chemicals and iron and steel 
were the most influential in contributing to the increase as compared 
with a year earlier. These four divisions of exports, together with 
basic materials, were also chiefly responsible for the year’s increase 
over 1958. 

For the first nine months of 1959 the volume index of imports was 
about 5 per cent. above the average for the previous year. The surge 
forward in the final quarter brought the index for the year 7 per cent. 


TABLe | 


above the average levels of 1957 and 1958. Apart from meat, imports 
of foodstuffs were lower in the fourth quarter of 1959 than in the 
same period of 1958. Basic materials and manufactured goods were 
the two general classes of imports responsible for the increase in the 
total volume index. Of the former, two divisions, those for cotton and 
metal ores mainly accounted for the change but a wide range of goods 
shared the increase recorded for manufactures. Comparing 1959 with 
1958, one-quarter of the overall increase in the volume of imports 
was accounted for by increased imports of petroleum. Important 
volume increases were also recorded for raw wool and other natural 
fibres, chemicals, textiles, clothing and miscellaneous other manu- 
factures. Imports of foodstuffs were generally slightly lower. 

Both the import and export price indices moved up two points in 
the fourth quarter of 1959 and the terms of trade remained un 
from the third quarter level of 91. Among imports the price increases 
occurred in all classes except those for fuels, which remained steady. 
Manufactured goods, chiefly engineering products, were 
for the increase in export prices. Over the year, as a whole, there was 
a fall of one point in both export and import prices and the terms of 
trade were unchanged at 90. The most pronounced change in the 
year was a fall of 7 per cent. in the price of imported fuels, which 
continued to decline from the high peak in early 1957. Whilst export 
prices of metal manufactures and textiles declined in 1959, those for 
engineering products continued to rise. 


The index numbers of volume of United Kingdom external trade 
given in Tables 2 to 5 continue the series of indices calculated on the 
base year 1954, which were introduced in articles in the Board of 


Trade Journal of December 10, 1955, and May 19, 1956, while Table 1 
below gives quarterly import and export prices and terms of trade 
indices derived from the monthly index numbers which are regularly 
published in the Board of Trade Journal. The method of constructing 
these latter index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal of March 26, 1955, page 658.

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January Exports ‘Highest Yet Attained’ 


UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS in January were valued at £316:3 
million, imports at £367-3 million, and re-exports at £12-0 million. 
After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports in the three months November, December and January, 
were 4 per cent. more than in the three months August to October 
1959, and 7 per cent. more than the average for the year 1959. 


On the same basis, imports were 8 per cent. more in November- 
January than in August-October and 10 per cent. more than the average 
for the year 1959. 


Seasonally adjusted monthly average re-exports in November, 
December and January amounted to £11 million, compared with 
£12 — in August-October and {£11 million for the year 1959 
as a whole. 


Commenting on the figures at the Annual Dinner of the Association 
of Consulting Engineers in London, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, said: ‘We at the Board of Trade are most 
encouraged by the very good export figures for January, which 
amounted to £316 million. This both absolutely and on a seasonally 
adjusted basis is the highest figure we have yet attained in any one 
month. Imports at £367 million were also high, but this is a reflection 
of increased activity and prosperity at home. We need to continue this 
rapid progress in exports to meet our many commitments and I very 
much hope that the export efforts shown in the January figures will 
be sustained, as they must be if we are to maintain our prosperity at 
home and our investment abroad.’

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Retail Trade Continued Very Active in January 


RETAIL TRADE in January, while considerably below the Christmas 
peak in December, was nevertheless at a high level for the month. 
The seasonally adjusted index is provisionally estimated at about 111, 
compared with 110 in December and 108 in October-November; 
these figures suggest that the significantly higher level to which the 
trend rose in December was fully maintained in January. In relation 
to a year earlier, the value of sales in January is estimated to have been 
about 4 per cent. higher. 


Recent trends suggest that prices in the re.ail trade sector in 
January, as in the fourth quarter, may have been a little lower than a 
year earlier, so that the whole of the value increase was probably 
attributable to an increased volume of sales. 


Separate estimates for individual sectors of trade in January are 
not available but the indications are that sales by clothing and footwear 
shops were appreciably above the quiet results a year earlier although 
sales by durable goods shops, which were at a high level in January 
1959, may have shown only a moderate further increase on these 
figures in January this year.

MANUFACTURERS’ SALES of made-up clothing in December, 
seasonally low at this time of the year, were 21 per cent. less than in 
November; all sectors of the industry were affected. Sales of men’s 
and boys’ tailored outerwear in December were 15 per cent. less, and 
sales in all other sectors were about 23 per cent. less than in the 
previous month. 

Although the index numbers in this new series, which has been 
running since January 1959, should not be compared directly with 
those for earlier years, there is no doubt that manufacturers’ sales in 
1959 were at a higher level than in 1958.

Domestic Furniture Deliveries 


THE ESTIMATED value of manufacturers’ deliveries of domestic 
furniture in December 1959, based on the returns from a sample of 
manufacturers, is £12°2 million, which is at about the same level 
as in December 1958 ({£12-1 million).

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Fabrics for All Purposes at 1960 
Nylon Fair 


RECORD ATTENDANCES that included a great number of overseas 
visitors and representatives of buying houses, together with an im- 
mense variety of fabrics shown by some 90 firms, have combined to 
make the Fifth British Nylon Fair (Royal Albert Hall, London, 
February 8 to 12) the most successful yet held, according to the 
organizers, the British Nylon Spinners Ltd. 

Many exhibitors have claimed that they have done more business 
at this year’s fair than ever before. Their products included Bri-Lon 
and Bri-Nylon adapted for every conceivable use, from knitwear and 
furs to blankets and even shoes, as well as dress materials and under- 
wear fabrics. Specialities that are arousing international interest vary 
from deep-pile coats to hard-wearing upholstery fabrics and carpets 
that show no heel-marks 

As well as increasing in quantity, British nylon has made great 
technical strides during the past year. New developments in weaving, 
spinning and processing are widening the range and texture of nylon 
products. A collection of Bri-Lon knitted outerwear, for instance, 
introduced at this year’s fair, included knitted sweaters, jersey suits 
and jersey evening dresses. Other new lines shown by a ribbon firm 
and a children’s wear firm were enthusiastically received. 


Retail Stocks in 1959 


RETAILERS built up their stocks in 1959. At the end of the year the 
value is estimated to have been 5 per cent. more than 12 months 
earlier, a rise which more than kept pace with the 4 per cent. increase 
in sales during the year. ‘This was in contrast to 1958 when retailers, 
beginning the year with their stocks at a high level, allowed them to 
increase by only about 2 per cent., rather less than the 3 per cent. 
increase in sales. Although the separate estimates for broad sectors 
are not sufficiently reliable to publish, they indicate that about half 
the increase in 1959 was in stocks of durable goods shops and the 
remainder spread fairly evenly over the other main categories. 


For the first five months of 1959 retail stocks, allowing for seasonal 
factors, were more or less steady; then in June they rose quite sharply, 
but thereafter, until the end of November, continued fairly steady 
once more, at the higher level. In December, the results suggest that, 
apart from seasonal factors, the level of stocks made a further appreci- 
able rise but it would perhaps be unwise, on the basis of a single 
month’s figures, to conclude that this represents an enduring change 
in the underlying trend.

Growing Popularity of Automatic Vending 


THE SECOND International Automatic Vending Exhibition was 
opened at the New Royal Horticultural Hall, Westminster, London, 
S.W.1, on Monday, by Mr. Reginald Bevins, the Postmaster- 
General. In his message to the organizers (Contemporary Exhibitions 
Ltd.) Mr. Bevins said: ‘Automatic vending machines provide 

a valuable service to the public. The Post Office has been using 
machines to sell stamps since 1906 and has nearly 20,000 in use. It 
is now experimenting with machines to sell a wider range of stamps, 
postal orders and stationery. Our business, like that of the commercial 
world, is to please the customer.’ 


The Post Office announced on Monday that it is to install 
machines outside its 1800 Crown Post Offices to sell 3d. stamps and 
2s. stamp books, in addition to the present halfpenny and penny 
stamp machines. 

Occupying an area of 20,000 sq. ft., some 45-50 exhibitors showed 
between them equipment manufactured in Britain, the United States 
and several European countries. It is estimated that in five years time 
the annual sales figures for vending machines in the United Kingdom 
will be somewhere in the region of £10 million. More British firms are 
now competing in a market which till recently was mainly supplied 
by manufacturers in Denmark, Germany and the United States of 
America. 


The exhibition was claimed to comprise the largest collection of 
vending machines outside the United States and also displayed allied 


products and accessories such as packaging materials and containers; 
switch-gear; electronic equipment and machine parts; coin counters 
and change mechanisms; concentrates and flavours; foods; drinks and 
other manufactured products now sold through vending machines 
by national concerns as an accepted part of their marketing policy. 

Among other exhibits was Britain’s first alcoholic drink vending 
machine; three machines built as an automatic bar, offering a choice 
of three drinks. These machines are equipped with time switches 
which automatically ‘lock up’ after licensing hours. Drinks are mixed 
on the insertion of a coin and appear in a dispensable cup. (Manu- 
facturers: Aerocessaries Ltd., of Croydon.) 

Other features of the eine included machines dispensing copies of 
the exhibition’s sponsoring journal ‘Vending,’ 40 of which are apr in 
Liverpool by the Post and Echo. These are equipped with 2s. 6d. coin 
mechanisms by Speciality Equipment and Services Ltd. 

The prototype version of the new ‘Conference Suite’ designed by 
the G.P.O. for future use at large conferences and possibly in hotels 
and public buildings was also seen for the first time at the exhibition. 
It can dispense three kinds of stamps, stamp books and letter cards, 
and includes a telephone, postbox and writing desk. Another 
G.P.O. feature was the ‘Pay-on-Answer’ or

LORD PAKENHAM’S ADDRESS TO THE SHAREHOLDERS 
THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 11, 1960 





In his speech at the 125TH ANNUAL GENERAL MeeTInc of The National 
Bank Limited, held at 13 Old Broad Street, The Lord Pakenham, P.C., 
J.P., Chairman, announced that the Bank had enjoyed another year of very 

progress and expansion. He commented on the various items in the 

Sheet and drew special attention to the increase in Current, Deposit 

and other Accounts to a new peak figure of over £100,000,000, and to the 
Advances which were higher at £43,900,000, by £6,300,000. 

Lord Pakenham said that in England the Bank had continued its pro- 
gramme of expansion by ing a Branch at Reading and mentioned that 
the old premises at Oxford Street had been replaced by a larger and more 
modern office at Cavendish Square. He also announced that the Bank 
hoped to have a new bu ‘ding for its Notting Hill Gate Branch in 1960. As 
regards Ireland, Lord Pakenham reported the modernization of several 
existing premises throughout the country, and announced plans for an 
almost complete reconstruction of the Bank’s principal office in Ireland at 
College Green, Dublin. 


Turning to the Profit and Loss Account, Lord Pakenham drew attention 
to the increase in the profit from £268,757 to £306,126 and said that, after 
increasing by £10,000 the allocation to Contingencies Reserve, it was 
possible to increase the dividend by 2 per cent. 


ECONOMIC BACKGROUND - IRELAND AND BRITAIN 


The Chairman continued by drawing a comparison between Banking 
and other Economic trends in Ireland and Britain. He referred specially to 
the Radcliffe Committee Report (he was one of the first to recommend an 
inquiry of this type) and quoted from the Report regarding long term 
investment abroad. He said the whole future of the world might well 
pene on the extent to which the richer countries such as Britain were 
able and willing to assist the development of the poorer countries. As far 
as Britain was concerned, he thought this function could only be performed 
if a much higher surplus on Current Acccunt were achieved than that 

ich would be necessary if we were concerned with our future alone. 
“The question ““How much is the City worth to the City?” has long since 

superseded by the question “‘How much is the City worth to Britain?” 
and increasingly by the still wider issue, ““How much is the City worth to 
the world?”’. sun has set on military and financial impe-ialism, but for 
those of us who believe with all our hearts in a new era of partnership 
between “‘advanced”’ and “under-developed” countries, the tasks, challenges 
and opportunities awaiting the City of London loom ever larger. I am hopeful 
lead is by this test that the City of London will be well content to be 


The Bank’s advances to farmers in Ireland showed a particularly large 
expansion, said Lord Pakenham, and he referred to the full part played by 
the Bank in participating in the credit schemes sponsored by the various 
farmers’ organizations and the provision of its own schemes for special 
purposes.

Grain Conveyors for West Germany 

Gordon Felber & Co. Ltd., of London, have announced that they 
have recently received their largest export order for Mayrath Auger 
Conveyors from an agricultural firm in Western Germany. The firm 
state that this is only one of the orders for Mayrath conveyors which 
will be shipped abroad in the next few weeks — others include con- 
signments to Helsinki, Brussels, Vienna and Minden, Western 
Germany. The Mayrath Auger conveyors are claimed to be already 
well-known in the United Kingdom as a practical and efficient means 
of carrying grain and other granular materials and the firm state 
that interest in Commonwealth and European countries is increasing 
rapidly. 


‘No-Break’ Generating Plants for New Zealand 

Following the supply of nine ‘no-break’ power plants to the New 
Zealand Government for installation in airports throughout New 
Zealand, Pelapone Ltd., of Derby, have announced a further contract 
from the New Zealand Post Office authorities for their ‘no-break’ 
generating plants and control gear. This equipment is destined for 
installation at Auckland, Hamilton, Palmerston North and Wellington 
co-axial terminal stations to link up with fourteen repeater stations 
over the Auckland to Wellington trunk telephone system. Pelapone 
Ltd., is a member of the Steel Group of Companies. 


Oil Refinery Equipment for Brazil 

In the face of American competition, John Thompson (Wolver- 
hampton) Ltd., recently received what they state is their largest-ever 
contract, apart from those contracts involving boiler manufacture or 
nuclear power station equipment. Valued at £116,130 the new 
contract was obtained through the company’s membership of Brefcon, 
the British consortium formed eighteen months ago for the purpose 
of supplying plant for the Petroleo Brasileiro S.A. (Petrobras) Duque 
de Caxias Refinery in Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. Foster Wheeler Corpora- 
tion of New York are the engineering contractors in association with 
Foster Wheeler Ltd., of London, for the Petrobras refinery and from 
them the Wolverhampton company received a contract to manu- 
facture rotating disc contactors. The contacts are said to be the 
largest yet designed and the first to be made in Britain. An earlier 
order placed by Foster Wheeler with the John Thompson (Wolver- 
hampton) company was for four reactor vessels for the Duque de 
Caxias refinery, the value of the order being £76,420. Work on these 
vessels is now well advanced and it is expected that the first will leave 
Wolverhampton this month. Also manufacturing equipment for the 
same contract are the John Thompson (Dudley) company. Their 
order, worth £30,000, calls for the manufacture of accumulators, 


blow-down drums, kerosene strippers, dissolving tanks, and structural 
steelwork. 


Air Turbine Dental Drills for France 

Winston Electronics Ltd., of Shepperton, have announced the 
first large overseas order for the new Twist-Air air turbine dental drill 
which is manufactured by them for the Twist-Air Dental Co. Ltd., 
and recently introduced to the world market. The order has been 
received from France and is valued in excess of £25,000. The Twist- 
Air Dental Drills are stated to be high-speed air turbine drills, and 
completely self-contained. The distilled water supply is contained in 
a tank of sufficient capacity for three working days and is maintained 
at the correct temperature by thermostatic control. The air com- 
pressor is built in. It is claimed that all the dentist has to do is to plug 
in the machine to his electric supply, in a similar way that one would 
use a vacuum cleaner. The firm state that extensive field trials during 
the past year by many dentists in the United Kingdom have proved it 
extremely popular and have enabled the equipment to be completely 
fault-free and efficient in all its aspects. 


Road Construction Work in Nigeria 

Taylor Woodrow (Nigeria) Ltd. have been awarded a contract 
valued at over £200,000 to resurface two miles of the Marina 
promenade, Lagos, and to provide seven lay-bys, for the parking of 
about 300 cars. The work, being carried out for the Federal Public 
Works Department, Lagos, is to be completed in eight months. It 
involved the filling, raising and resurfacing with hot-rolled asphalt of 
the 30-ft. wide roadway, including drainage and kerbing with 
landscape and garden works. 
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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday February 9 
Radiant Oil Heaters 


The President was asked if he was aware that, as a result of tests 
conducted by the Consumer Advisory Council, 15 out of 22 makes 
of radiant oil heaters were found to be liable to cause fires in a strong 
draught; and whether he would ask those manufacturers of oil heaters 
. draw attention to this danger in their instruction cards and pub- 

icity. 

He replied: ‘I am sure that each manufacturer concerned will 
consider what action in respect of his product might be appropriate, 
but I think it better to await the results of the investigation currently 
being conducted by the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research before considering intervention.’ 


Gramophone Records Royalty 


The President was asked when he authorized the new arrangements 
under which the Mechanical Copyright Protection Society charged a 
royalty of 1s. per work per disc or tape copy of musical records im- 
ported into the United Kingdom, whether he was aware that this 
involved a fee of 12s. a disc containing 12 copyright tunes, and 
whether, in view of the substantial import duty already imposed on 
gramophone records imported into this country and the desirability 
of avoiding retaliatory measures which might damage the export of 
British gramophone records and tape recordings, he would investigate 
this matter with a view to remedial action. Mr. Reginald Ma dling 
replying said no question of his authorization arose. This appeared 
to be a case of copyright owners laying down the conditions under 
which they were prepared to licence the importation of records of 
musical works in which they owned copyright. These rights they 
enjoyed by virtue of the Copyright Act 1956. He had not been con- 
sulted and had, in any case, no power to intervene. 


Wednesday February 10 


Trade Commissioner Appointments 


Asked what special commercial qualifications were required by 
trade commissioners before appointment, Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister 
of State, said that the posts were normally filled by selecting from 
the members of the Administrative and Executive classes in the Board 
of Trade those who, by personality, character and experience, were 
judged to be best suited for Trade Commission work. 


Membership of Machine Tools Sub-Committee 


The President, Mr. Reginald Maudling, was asked what were the 
technical or professional qualifications of the members of the sub- 


committee set up to consider the report by Professor Melman on the 
European Machine Tool Industry. 


He replied: “The Chairman, Sir Steuart Mitchell, has spent five 
years as Chief Engineer of the Armament Design Department, three 
years as Controller of Royal Ordnance Factories and five years as 
Controller of Guided Weapons and Electronics. 


‘Mr. R. W. Asquith, Colonel C. W. Clark and Mr. R. D. G. Ryder 
representing machine tool makers, all have a lifetime’s experience in 
the industry and an extensive knowledge of the problems involved 
in the design, manufacture and sale of machine tools. 


‘Mr. R. C. Giggins, from the General Electric Company, Mr. J. G. 
Lloyd from Vickers Armstrong (Engineers) Ltd., and Mr. A. Siddall, 
from Joseph Lucas Ltd., represent machine tool users and have long 
experience of the requirements for machine tools in the industries 
with which they have been associated. 


‘Mr. W. J. Carron, the Trades Union representative, is President 
of the Amalgamated Engineering Union, Engineering Chairman of 
the Confederation of Shipbuilding and Engineering Unions and a 
Member of the General Council of the Trades Union Congress. He 
is the Chairman and Managing Director of the British Productivity 
Council. 

‘Mr. E. T.. Grainger is head of the Technical Section of the Engineer- 


ing Industries Division of the Board of Trade, of which Mr. J. B. L. 
Munro is in charge. 


‘The Chairman and Mr. Siddall are members of the Institution ~ 


of Mechanical Engineers, Mr. Asquith, Mr. Lloyd and Mr. Ryder 
are members of the Institution of Production Engineers.’ 


Thursday February 11 
Restrictive Practices Act 


Asked whether he was aware that the provisions of Part IT of the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, were such as to encourage, 
rather than to diminish, the tendency to form monopolies; and if he 
would take this consideration into account in the study he was making 
of this part of the Act. Mr. Reginald Maudling replied that the 
extent to which the provisions of Part II of the Act might encourage 
the formation of monopolies was a subject upon which opinions 
appeared to differ. He could assure the House that the effect of resale 
price maintenance on the structure of industry and trade would not 
be neglected in any studies which are made. 


Industry in Scotland 


Asked what number of new jobs he expected to secure for Scotland 
in 1960; and if he would make a statement, Mr. Reginald Maudling 
said that projects recently completed or now under construction in 
Scotland should provide approximately 6,900 new jobs. In addition, 
projects approved but not yet started were estimated to provide a 
further 8,000 jobs. These figures did not include B.M.C’s project 
at Bathgate, which would eventually provide employment for 5,600 
people. Rootes Ltd. also hoped to expand in Scotland. The Board of 
Trade would continue to try to persuade industrialists to set up or 
expand in areas of high unemployment in Scotland and elsewhere. 


Factories in South Wales 


The President was asked what number of factories in Cardiff 
were now vacant; and whether he would make a statement on his plans 
for industry in the city. Replying, he said there were two vacant 
Government owned factories in Cardiff, and there were two further 
vacant factories which are privately owned. Negotiations for the 
occupation of the Government owned factories had reached an 
advanced stage. Subject to the claims of places with more serious 
unemployment, the Board of Trade would continue to bring these 
and other facilities available in Cardiff to the attention of suitable 
industrialists. 

He was also asked to what extent it was the policy of his department 
to discourage industry from siting new factories in the Cardiff area. 
He said it was not the policy of his department to discourage industry 
from siting new factories in the Cardiff area. On the contrary, a large 
number of industrialists had visited sites or premises in Cardiff since 


the beginning of 1959 at the department’s suggestion and some of 
these had already decided to set up in the area. 


Monday February 15

Tuesday February 16 
Imports of Woollen Cloth to United States 


The President was asked if he was aware of the bad effect on the 
United Kingdom textile trade of the continuation during 1960 of the 
United States tariff quota on woollen and worsted cloth imports; 
what representations he has made in this matter; and if he would make 
a statement. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll said that when the President was in Washington 
last month he expressed his concern about this matter to the United 
States authorities. At the request of H.M. Government, the United 
States Government had to renegotiate the tariff quota arrange- 
ments. He hoped that this would result in a satisfactory long-term 
settlement of the problem. 


Imports of Fish Meal 


_ The President was asked if he was aware of the increase in the 
importation of fish meal from Peru, and the threat that this con- 
stituted to British industry and to the fishing industry; and if he 
would communicate with the Government of Peru so that joint action 
would be taken to find a mutually acceptable solution to this problem. 


In reply Mr. F. J. Erroll said that he was aware that imports of fish 
from Peru had increased and that the fishing industry were 
concerned about them. He continued “Whilst I am ready to make 
inquiries about the likely development of the Peruvian fish meal 
industry and its exports, and to receive representations, the British 
industry can apply for an increase in the import duty if it feels that 
it is being damaged by imports.’ 
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Local Employment Bill (Continued from page 378) 
Accrington : 
The President was asked why Accrington and district had not been 
included in the list of development districts in view of its previous 
inclusion on the Development Areas Treasury Advisory Committee 
list and the prospects of further unemployment in that area. 
Replying Mr. John Rodgers said Accrington was not on the first list 
of Development Districts because it was not a locality in which, in 
the opinion of the Board of Trade, a high rate of unemployment 
existed (or was expected) and was likely to persist. This conformed 
with the statutory requirement by whichlthe Board of 'Trade would 
be bound. 


Aycliffe 


The President was asked what were the prospects of new industry 
for the Trading Estate at Aycliffe; and how many applications had 
been made over the last two years. Replying Mr. John Rodgers said 
that the Board of Trade was prepared to see more industry located at 
Aycliffe and the advantages of the area were brought to the attention 
of industrialists. There had been no applications from new industry 
in the last two years, but extensions had been authorized for 14 firms 
on the Estate in that time and these were estimated to provide about 
550 new jobs. 


Merseyside, Wales and Scotland 


The President was asked if he would state the terms of assistance, 
financial and otherwise, to be given to the motor-car and other 
industries to help in establishing themselves in Merseyside, Wales, 
and Scotland. 


Replying, Mr. John Rodgers said that arrangements being made 
with industry could not be revealed without the consent of the indi- 
vidual firms: the terms negotiated with all firms moving into the areas 
referred to were governed by the powers of the Government under the 
legislation in force at the time.

Expanding 


Texan Markets 
Offer Rich Returns

Houston, now the largest city in southern 
United States, is also a shipping centre 
for world trade that can be reached by 
the largest vessels afloat. 


OW SERIOUSLY has the British exporter of quality merchan- 
dise to the dollar area considered the possibilities of the important 
and potentially lucrative marketing-zone of Texas? 


The term ‘marketing-zone’ is used advisedly, having regard to the 
importance of considering the United States as an association of 
markets most of which have special characteristics, rather than in 
broad general terms of the ‘American market.’ It is no belittlement of 
the British exporter’s successful endeavours to comment that even 
more encouraging results may be obtained by concentrating on some 
of these specialized zones rather than expend resources on necessarily 
thin coverage of the whole Union. 


Disappointment is still sometimes expressed over the amount of 
dollar-business resulting from the considerable investment made in 
the attempt to secure it. This may be due to the placing of too much 
hope in the establishment of an office or agency in key-centres like 
New York, Chicago and San Francisco without looking closely at less 
considered parts of a goldfield that has nuggets all over. The cost of 
exploring for these may well be less than the cost of general pros- 
pecting via representatives whose endeavours are unavoidably limited, 
and the result more gratifying. A lot of people forget that a dollar is a 
dollar whether earned in Times Square or Tucson, Arizona. It is true 
that the number of window-gazers is greater in New York than 
Nashville. It is equally true that there are more competitors, including 
many non-British, drumming for the dollar in Los Angeles than there 
may be at Lorain. And the Lorain dollar happens to be a whole lot 
easier to get at — if you look at the map and think. Apply the same 
process of consideration to the attractive markets in the Texas zone 
and the results may well be rewarding. 


From the days of the great cattle-drives Texas has developed into 
one of the richest mineral, chemical and agricultural areas serving 
man. Its huge resources are possibly the biggest single treasure-chest 
in the great wealth of the United States. Its area of 267,339 square 
miles comprises one-twelfth of the United States. But it has an 
unbalanced economy. Its population is about 94 million. Economists 


have calculated that it could support a population equal to that of 
Great Britain. 


Many Englishmen still hold their mental image of 'Texas as a land of 
oil, beef and ten-gallon Stetsons. Not many consider it as a land of 
opportunity for the intensive exporter. How many creators of clothing- 
style, for instance, realize that Dallas, after New York and Los Angeles, 
retes the third most important fashion-centre in the United States 
How many exporters considering the medium of the department store 
for the distribution of manufactured merchandise realize that the 
Neiman-Marcus store at Dallas is one of the world’s biggest and its 
customers among the world’s biggest spenders? 


An American buyer comments: ‘I don’t know any other store in the 
world that prints a gift-prospectus advertising articles at one million

dollars that you can buy right off the shelf. Those things show in the 
jewelry section of the prospectus, of course, but there are plenty more 
things you can choose at fifty grand and on up, if you aim to give the 
little woman a decent birthday present.’ 

Lord Kinross in his brilliant portrait of the United States titled 
‘The Innocents At Home,’ painted by one who really saw America 
with both eyes, has quoted the crack about Dallas being a city of 
600 millionaires. That may be an exaggeration but it certainly is a city 
of very rich people, and one in which the ordinary Joe Zoakes takes 
home a bigger paycheck than that of his New York counterpart, and 
appreciably bigger than the American average. 

‘Mink is the basic uniform of the Texan Pasha’s lady,’ Kinross 
writes, and describes how one such Pasha ‘bought a mink coat as a 
Christmas present to his wife. Anxious to present it in style, he had an 
entire display window reproduced in his own house, exact in detail, 
with a wax mannequin in the centre, posed in the priceless coat.’ A 
Dallas acquaintance told this author that, at a ball-game, he had 
counted 257 private aeroplanes in the parking-lot. 


The mink and private airplane motif is merely one facet of this 
prosperous city. Behind the wealthy display are some economic facts 
of great interest to the prospecting British salesman. The 1952 
recession for instance, barely touched Texas, and Dallas least. In fact 
it was a recession only insofar as expansion that year was somewhat 
slower. In spite of that, of 31 economic indices im Dallas, 26 reported 
gains on 1957, some of them considerable. Housing for instance was up 
55 per cent , building contracts 32 per cent., bank deposits 18 per cent. 
1,253 new businesses started, a 3-6 per cent. increase on 1957. But in 
the first four months of 1959, 576 new enterprises started, compared 
with 297 in the corresponding spell of 1958— an increase approaching 
100 per cent. 

In 1959, department-store sales were in the first four months 
12 per cent. up on 1958, for the same period. T'wo big new stores, 
each costing around $1 million and employing 350-400 personnel, are 
near completion. 


Consumer Goods Imported 


An interesting feature of Dallas economy, which incidentally 
characterizes most Texan towns, is that most of the w are earned 
by non-manufacturing and non-agricultural workers. ‘Texas does not

Thee etrticeuse st the grest oll and chemical eceport of Houston is 
sirailar, although the swift and great growth of the chemical industry 
there has meant a big increase in manufacturing workers. Of the 513,000 
workers in the Houston district, 483,000 are non-agricultural. Average 
earnings are $100 weekly, compared with the national average of $87. 
Development of the chemical industry is such as to entitle Houstonians 
to clairn for their city the Oscar of the world’s fastest-growing chemical 
centre. is Sus Sk cased Aad ile det aiclenietan af “Spehalti Bowl,’ 
due to the complex system of pipelines feeding supplies of natural 
chemicals (oil, salt, sulphur, lime, natural gas) to the processing 
plants. A new $20 million chemical plant is under construction. 

The Houston trade-picture is pretty much like that of Dallas. 
It was hit by the 1958 recession merely to the extent that retail sales, 
at $1,500 million, were only 1-5 per cent. up on 1957. But as in Dallas, 
in the first four months of 1959 | sch was a 12 per cent. increase on the 
corresponding months of 1958. 


Fort Worth is one of the fastest-developing Texan towns. They still 
call it ‘Cow Town,’ a hand-down from the days of the great cattle- 
drives. From cattle the emphasis shifted to battle, and it became the 
main Army training-base of America. 


In recent years it has expanded greatly as a centre of industry and 
commerce. The population has rocketed 58 per cent. since 1950 to a 
620,000 total. (According to Lord Kinross these include 120 million- 
aires). In the recession year of 1958, 60 companies established new 

ts, distribution depots or major expansions, totally involving 
15 million capital investment. Department store sales were 3 per cent. 


up on 1957, and for January-April of 1959, 9 per cent. up on the same 
period of 1958. 


Much greater expansion, with new industries providing jobs for 
a further 100,000 workers, is planned. It’s expected that when these 
projects are complete, the total addition to the annual payroll will be 
around $500,000,000. Development schemes include a canal project 
for Trinity River, comprehending an eventual tie-in with the Intra- 
coastal Canal System. This would give Fort Worth a direct link, via 
the Mississippi, with the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence Seaway. 


Here in Texas is a potentially great opportunity for the exporter. 
It has the great advantage furthermore of being directly accessible by 
sea. The port of Houston, with its deep-water channel to the Gulf of 
Mexico, has berths for 84 ocean-going boats. A project to build three 
new docks, at a cost of $7 million, is under way. To the British manu- 
facturer of high-quality merchandise the possibilities must be very 
attractive. A survey of the market, meaning an intensive survey of the 


local habits and peculiar ideas of the people in this big zone, should be 
rewarding. 


Pakistan’s Second Five Year Plan 


THE OUTLINE of Pakistan’s Second Five Year Plan, prepared by 
the Planning Commission, has now been released for public informa- 
tion and comment. 

The Outline, which consists of 103 pages, describes the background, 
characteristics, aims and size of the Plan. It gives details of the 
proposed increase in agricultural production, industrial development 
and improved transport and communication services. A total expendi- 
ture of Rs. 1900 crores (£1,425 million) over the five year period 
1960-65 is envisaged, of which Rs. 1150 crores (£862-5 million) are 
to be spend in the public sector and Rs. 750 crores (£562-5 million) 
in the private sector. The proposed allocations for development 
expenditure on the individual sections of the Plan, e.g. agriculture, 
water and power, fuel and minerals and transport and communications, 
is given in separate tables. 

It should be noted that the Outline is subject to alteration in the 
light of comments received from the public and further consideration 
by the Government and the final Plan may therefore differ from it.

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Trade and Financial Arrangements 
India and Yugoslavia 


ACCORDING to a Government of India Press Note a new Trade 
and Payments Agreement between India and Yugoslavia was signed 
in Delhi on January 21, 1960. The Agreement will remain in force 
for a period of three years with effect from January 1, 1960. 

Under the Agreement, payments for all commercial and non- 
commercial transactions between the two countries will be made in 
non-convertible Indian rupees and trade will be balanced on a higher 
level. Besides traditional goods, India will export to Yugoslavia items 
like textiles, woollen fabrics, leather manufactures, plastic goods, 
sports goods, linoleum, textile machinery and accessories, spectacle 
frames, fountain pens and light engineering goods including sewing 
machines. Exports from Yugoslavia to India will mainly consist of 
essential machinery items like textile machinery and automatic 
looms, complete installations and plant, heavy chemicals, electric 
instruments, transformers and motors, cine projectors, underground 
power and telephone cables, etc. 


A credit agreement was also signed under which the Government 
of Yugoslavia would make available to the Government of India a 
credit equivalent to Rs. 19 crores (£14-25 million) for purchases of 
capital goods, heavy electrical and other equipment and ships for the 
projects included in the Third Five-Year Plan. 


Another agreement has also been signed for facilitating scientific 
and technical co-operation between the two countries. 


People’s Republic of China and Finland 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between the People’s Republic of China 
and Finland was signed in Peking on December 16, 1959. The agree- 
ment is valid for one year from November 1, 1959, and provides for 
trade in each direction to a value of Roubles 50 million (£4-5 million). 


Finnish exports to China will include cellulose, paper, 1,200 tons 
of copper and copper manufactures, engineering products (including 
70 tractors), and one refrigeration vessel valued at approximately 
£1 million. 

China’s exports to Finland will consist mainly of agricultural 
products, tin, silk and cotton textiles. 


Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia 


A PROTOCOL covering trade between Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia 
in 1960 was signed in Prague during November. 

Details of the quotas have not been announced but are understood 
to be at a slightly higher level than for last year.

Iran and Pakistan 


AN AGREEMENT on Domicile, Commerce and Transit Trade between 
Iran and Pakistan was signed in Tehran on November 17, 1959. 
The agreement will be effective when the instruments of ratification 
have been exchanged in Karachi; and will remain in force initially 
for a period of three years. Renewal of the agreement for further 
periods of three years will be automatic, unless either party gives 


notice of termination of the agreement six months before the expiry 
of any such three year period. 








REPRINTS OF ARTICLES 
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Zurich Store’s 

‘British Fortnight’ 
One of the displays of British 
goods at the Jelmoli depart- 
ment store which was visited 


by the President of the Board 
of Trade. 


ONE OF SWITZERLAND’S great department stores, the Grands 
Magasins Jelmoli S.A., is staging a ‘British Fortnight’ in Zurich, 
the largest city and commercial centre of this country. The Swiss 
are renowned for giving good measure and the ‘British Fortnight’ is 
no exception. It opened on February 4 and will not close until 
February 24. As reported in last week’s issue (page 333), Mr. Reginald 
Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, visited Jelmoli’s on 
February 15. 


Sir William Montagu Pollock, H.M. Ambassador and patron of 
the exhibition, pointed out in his opening speech that the timing of 
the Jelmoli ‘British Fortnight’ could hardly have been better, as 
Switzerland is a member of “The Seven’ and the European Free 
Trade Association convention is due to be ratified this spring. Sir 
William referred to the close commercial and cultural ties between 
the United Kingdom and Switzerland and expressed the hope that 
the initiative taken by Jelmoli’s would result in expanding trade and 
closer relations between the two countries. Hr. H. Stiefelmeier, 
Managing General of the Jelmoli organization, likewise stressed the 
importance of the formation of the European Free Trade Association 
and of the United Kingdom as a trading partner for Switzerland. 


The British Fortnight cannot be compared with the Swiss Fort- 
night, held in several cities in the United Kingdom last autumn, since 
the Zurich exhibition is a purely private venture, while the Swiss 
Fortnight received substantial official support. Nevertheless, there 
is no doubt that Jelmoli’s British Fortnight will have an impact on 
British trade far beyond the precincts of the Jelmoli department 
store. 


The focal point of the ‘British Fortnight’ is an exhibition on the 
second floor of the department store which has the title of ‘See Britain 
at Jelmoli’s.’ A railed enclosure at the entrance to this exhibition 
shows replicas of the crown jewels flanked by figures in guards uni- 
form, with an enlarged photograph of H.M. ‘The Queen in the back- 
ground. Nearby, a model of Windsor Castle also attracts much atten- 
tion. Within this exhibition the British Design Centre have arranged 
a display of chinaware, kitchenware and tiles, and the National Wool 
Textile Export Corporation a fine show of British woollens. Among 
other goods, the leatherware and furniture, Scottish handicrafts and 
Irish linens attract the interest of the Swiss public, displayed as they 
are in such concentration and with such an arresting background. 

Apart from the displays of British goods, the exhibition is helping 
to promote Swiss understanding of her British trading partner. Brief 
items of information, in German, about the United Kingdom’s in- 
dustrial, agricultural, scientific and cultural achievements are cun- 
ningly displayed to catch the eye of the visitor. 


Other attractions in the exhibition are a tobacconist’s shop, complete 
with wood panels featuring burned etchings, and a very popular 
original English ‘pub’ with a saloon and public bar, not forgetting a 
dartboard. Quote another kettle of fish is a familiar but unexpected 
odour which strikes you as you walk along a certain Zurich street 
these days. By following your nose, you arrive at a genuine fish and 
chip shop, situated just outside one of the entrances to Jelmoli’s. It is 
doing a roaring trade. 
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Rumour has it that most of the available fish in Zurich has already 
been consumed and that the shop has resorted to brook trout. This 
may be an exaggeration but certain it is that the ‘pub’ ran out of beer 
on the second day. However, there was no crisis, as the store was 
able to get supplies from other sources and a further 10,000 bottles 
of beer are being sent out by air with all possible dispatch. 


Focus on British Goods 

Although the exhibition on the second floor is the focal point of 
Jelmoli’s ‘British Fortnight,’ goods from the United Kingdom are 
shown on all floors in the regular way of business with attention drawn 
to them. Doultons have taken the opportunity to introduce the new 
Royal Doulton translucent china in a particularly fine display, and 
the Hoover Company have an excellent show of vacuum cleaners and 
washing machines. The foodstuffs counters have been doing good 
business in biscuits, marmalade, tea, cheese - and even chocolate. 
A fair part of this demand is undoubtedly represented by the growing 
number of British residents in Zurich. 


The British trade journal The Ambassador has published a finely 
printed and illustrated editorial survey for the occasion, showing the 
whole range of British manufactured goods exhibited for sale in the 


Jelmoli store. 


Although the credit for the ‘British Fortnight’ belongs exclusively 
to the Jelmoli department store, other Swiss and United Ki 
firms have been showing the flag at the same time. Particularly effective 
is the display of ‘Spode’ fine bone china put on by the dealers of 
Messrs. W. Copeland & Son in Zurich and other Swiss cities. 


Outside activities have not been forgotten. The one most closely 
connected with sales promotion is a ‘British Fashion Show,’ presented 
by Michael Whittaker, of London. British ladies’ and gentlemen’s 
spring fashions will be shown in evening and afternoon performances. 
Pipers from the Scots Guards, brought over by British European 
Airways, play Scottish airs in the Jelmoli store daily, and a number of 
concerts are being given by British artists.

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UNITED STATES 
Wool Tariff Quota 


THE QUANTITY of woven woollen fabrics which may be imported 
during 1960 under the tariff-rate quota has been fixed at 13-5 million 
pounds weight. Particulars of the rates of duty applicable and the 
types of fabrics concerned were given in the Board of Trade Journal 
on May 31, 1957 (page 1266). 


The ad valorem rates of duty applicable to imports in excess of the 
quota will, as in previous years, be 45 per cent. except in the case of 
the follow ing, where it will be 30 per cent.: 


(a) Hand-woven fabrics less than 30 ins. wide; 
(b) Certain religious fabrics such as nuns’ veiling; and 


(c) A maximum of 350,000 pounds of over-quota imports of certain 
high priced, high-quality fabrics. 


The figure of 13-5 million pounds is based upon an estimate of 
United States production in 1959. It is believed that this figure will 
not need to be altered by any future adjustments in statistics, but if 
necessary a revised quantity figure will be announced. 


Tariff Classification of Cholic Acid, Dl-isoleucine 
and Dl-methionine 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal on November 
27, 1959 (page 883), about the proposed reclassification for duty 
purposes under the United States Tariff Act of 1930, of cholic acid, 
dl-isoleucine, and dl-methionine. 


The United States Bureau of Customs have now ruled in Treasury 
Decision 55024 (1) and (11), published on January 14, as follows: 


Cholic acid, dl-isoleucine, and dl-methionine are classifiable as 
acids, not specially provided for, under paragraph 1, Tariff Act 
of 1930, dutiable at the reduced rate of 12} per cent. ad valorem, 
and dl-isoleucine is not classifiable as a chemical compound, 
not specially provided for, under paragraph 5, dutiable at the 
reduced rate of 104 per cent. ad valorem, and cholic acid and 
dl-menthionine are not classifiable as drugs, natural and un- 
compounded, not edible, not specially provided for, but advanced 
in condition or value, under paragraph 34, dutiable at the reduced 
rate of 5 per cent. ad valorem. Inasmuch as this decision results 
in the assessment of duty at a rate of duty higher than that which 
has heretofore been assessed under a uniform and established 
practice, it shall be applied only to such or similar merchandise 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 
90 days after the date of publication of this abstract.

Imports South of Parallel 42 


H.M. EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report that Argentine Government 
Decree 509 of 1960 supersedes Decree 3011 of March 9, 1959 (see 
Board of Trade Journal for April 10, 1959, page 878), and lays down 
new rules and conditions for the import of goods south of Parallel 42.

Import Regulations Modified 


H.M. EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report the publication in the 
Boletin Oficial (Argentine Official Gazette) on January 21 of Argentine 
Government Decree 454 of January 15, 1960. Details are as follows:

(a) Goods whose shipment to Argentina is made subsequent to the date 
on which the Advisory ittee for Imports announces the 
commencement of a study and which may involve a higher sur- 
charge, shall be cleared in accordance with the new system estab- 
lished in the pertinent Decree.

Regulations for Pharmaceutical Specialities 

AN EXECUTIVE DECREE No. 96 of November 19, 1959, published 
in the Salvadorean Official Gazette of November 27 and effective 
15 days after the date of publication, imposed regulations for pharma- 

The import, sale, and advertisement of pharmaceutical specialities 
produced in foreign countries will only be permitted, by the Consejo 
de Salud Publica, if the consumption of the goods is permitted in the 
country of origin without restriction. Applications for permission 
must include the qualitative and quantitative formula of each product 
and labels and accompanying literature must be submitted in Spanish. 
Full details of the products must be given on containers or packages. 
Rules for advertising have been introduced. 


Trade marks must be registered at the local Patent Office before 
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application is made for the appropriate permit. Trade mark registra- 
tion will take about eight months. The Public Health Authority 
requires that application to obtain specific permits on behalf of 
non-resident firms must be filed by a duly authorized resident 
Attorney.

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Draft Revision of British Standard G.100 for 
Aircraft Electrical Equipment 


BRITISH STANDARD G.100, General requirements for aircraft 
electrical equipment, is being revised to take account of the require- 
ments of modern high-performance aircraft operation. The revised 
standard will, of course, be of the utmost importance to the aircraft 
industry, as it provides the basis of approval by the Air Registration 
Board of electrical and other equipment for civil aircraft. It is in Part 2 
that the changes necessitated by the developments of recent years 
are most reflected. 


In accordance with the procedure of the British Standards Institu- 
tion, these drafts are now being circulated for technical comment to 
industry and others concerned. In view of the importance of the 
standard, the Institution is anxious that they should have as wide a 
circulation as possible.
